presidential election, aside from 
nine southern states that arc per- 
sistently and , perennially Demo- 
cratic, the.winner's'majority was 
less than 25 per cent in 30 of 
the 39 states.

Turns to Politics 


"I used to write a lot of the ad

Barton "got taken down" in pol- 


itics almost as fast as he 
"got 


taken up." He was vacationing in 
Canada in 1937, when thc late 
Kenneth P. Simpson'. New York 
G.O.P. 
leader, 
telephoned 
him 


with thc request that he run for 
congressman , in the 17th "silk- 
stocking" district to fill the va- 
cancy created by the death of the 
incumbent. 


"I made the race and won", he 


reminisces. "This 'was the first 
district election ' to go Republican 
in the country since the Roosevelt 
landslide of 1932. 
We had only 


88 Republicans in Congress then, 
and I became the 89th. It was the 
beginning of thc upswing." 


Sharpens His Criticisms 


Re-elected for a full, term in 


1938. Barton began to sharpen his 
earlier mild criticisms of thc New 
Deal. 
At first he said politely, 


"much of thc New Deal is good, 
but we can do it better". When 
this pacification didn't seem to 
take, he stuck his short knife into 
what the military experts would 
call "the soft-underbelly" of thc 
administration. 
He began ham- 


fering away 
at 
huge expendi- 


tures, 
the 
national 
debt 
and 


obsolescent laws on the books. 


He complained that it would 


take two years of solid reading 
at the rate of 100 laws -a day to 
digest all the statutes. "I would 
like to be known as the Great Re- 
pealed", he remarked, but 
the 


New York electorate had other 
ideas, and in 1940 he was trounced 
in thc race for senatoV. after the 
famous "Martin. Barton and Fish' 
refrain.

votes." he says with bitterness, 
then adds grinningly. "but 
I'm 


enough of an ad man to appreciate 
a terrific gag line when I hear 
one."
